Church  Boards 
To  Back  College; 
Changes  Planned. 

Officials  attending  the  two-day 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Higher  Education  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Lutheran  church  and  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  Wartburg 
college  gave  assurance  that  " 
college  would  be  maintained 
comlpotely  as  possible  for 
duration  of  the  war. 

A  number  of  curriculum 
changes  are  contemplated,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  theological 
courses,  but  final  action  has  been 
postponed  temporarily. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  pre¬ 
seminary  course  be  centered 
around  the  three  definite  concepts 
which  are  very  prevalent  in  the 
relations  between  God  and  His 
people;  namely.  The  Word,  His¬ 
tory,  and  Folk  Ways.  God  com- 
The  courses  under  each  of  these 
divisions  are  as  follows: 

A. — THE  WORD 

4  years  of  English  with  em¬ 
phasis  upon  American  Literature. 
2  years  of  Greek,  the  Koine. 

2  years  of  Bible. 

1  year  of  Speech. 

B. — HISTORY 

1  year  philosophy  of  American 
History. 

1  year  sacred  history. 

2  years  church  history,  includ¬ 
ing  contemporary  Christianity. 

C— FOLK  WAYS 

1  year  logic. 

2  years  sociology — general — ad¬ 
vanced. 

1  year  psychology — human  re¬ 
lations. 

1  year  philosophy. 

1  year  principles  of  education. 

1  year  The  Church,  its  place 
and  purpose  in  society. 

1  year  Church  art,  music,  poet¬ 
ry,  architecture,  etc.,  to  develop 
an  appreciation  of  the  cultural 
heritage  of  the  Christian  Church. 
D— ELECTIVES 
Doctrine  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  should  be  the  undercur¬ 
rent  of  all  these  courses,  rather 
than  have  a  special  course.  The 
personality  of  the  faculty  is  of 
utmost  importance  in  leading 
students. 

The  Board  of  Regents  approved 
plans  for  another  summer  session 
for  Wartburg. 

A  twelve-week  session  of  two 
six-week  terms,  similar  to  the  one 
conducted  in  1942,  is  to  be  con¬ 
ducted. 

Tuition,  board,  room  and  other 
cost  are  to  be  about  the  same  al¬ 
though  slight  increases  may  be 
necessary  on  some  items.  Dean 
Neumann  will  again  be  Dean  of 
the  summer  session. 

The  college  will  offer  a  new 
three  hour  course  in  Social  Work. 
The  instructor  will  be  Rev.  C.  H. 
Becker,  superintendent  of  the  Wa- 
verly  Children's  Home. 

The  porch  in  front  of  North  hall 
will  be  extended,  so  that  the 
students  might  have  ample  space 
for  their  wraps. 

The  geopraphy  teacher  for  the 
coming  school  term  will  be  se¬ 
lected  from  the  present  faculty.

The  Wartburg  Choir  will  not 
make  its  regular  concert  tour  this 
season.  Insurmountable  obstacles 
concerning  transportation  have 
arisen,  making  such  a  tour  im¬ 
possible. 

Until  last  week,  however,  Rev. 
C.  G.  Shalkhauser,  business  man¬ 
ager  of  the  choir,  has  been  work¬ 
ing  on  every  angle  of  the  trans¬ 
portation  question,  and  it  looked 
for  a  time  as  though  the  choir 
might  be  able  to  make  the  tour  by 
train.  On  further  investigation, 
hov/ever  it  didn’t  seem  possible  to 
do  so,  because  the  connections 
would  be  bad  and  it  would  put  an 
unusually  great  burden  on  the 
host  congregations.  The  matter 
of  expense  also  entered  into  the 
decision  to  cancel  the  1943  con- 

The  extended  concert  tour  each 
spring  has  alwys  been  a  regular 
feature  of  the  Wartburg  college 
choir  work.  In  the  past  two  years 
the  choir  has  sung  its  “Sermon  in 
Song”  before  audiences  in  nearly 
fifty  congregations  from  the  east¬ 
ern  part  of  Ohio  to  the  mountains 
of  Colorado.  This  year  will  be 
the  first  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Wartburg  choir  in  which  a  tour  is 
lot  scheduled.

A  PRE-THE  SPEAKS 

I  am  a  pre-theological  student.  Because  I  have  almost 
finished  my  college  work,  the  selective  service  officials  don’t 
want  me  in  the  Army.  My  government  feels  that  I  have  a 
more  important  job  to  do  here  at  home;  and  I  am  glad 
that  my  government  recognized  the  need  for  preserving  as 

Twill  be  criticized  because  ^um  an  able^boaieaman  not 
serving  my  country.  But  I  am  serving  my  country.  I  won’t 
get  to  wear  a  flashy  uniform;  I  won’t  get  to  travel  to  the  far 
comers  of  the  world ;  I  won’t  get  the  chance  to  be  there 
where  there  is  action  and  romance  and  glory.  But  I  am  serv¬ 
ing  my  country  just  as  much  as  if  I  were  in  uniform;  for  I 
am  preparing  to  take  an  active  part  in  a  war  that  reaches 
deeper  than  mere  petty  political  wars.  I  am  preparing  for  a 
never-ending  war  in  which  the  stakes  are  not  political  or  eco¬ 
nomic,  but  spiritual — the  war  for  the  souls  of  men. 

Today  in  the  jungles  of  New  Guinea,  two  great  wars 
are  being  fought.  In  the  newspapers  we  read  that  the  Amer¬ 
ican  and  Australian  forces  are  driving  out  the  Japanese  in¬ 
vaders.  In  a  letter  received  from  the  American  Lutheran 
missionary,  Rev.  Rudolph  Inselman,  deep  in  the  interior  of 
the  island  where  the  few  remaining  missionaries  are  forced 
to  carry  on  without  the  support  that  they  once  thought  nec¬ 
essary,  we  are  told  of  unprecedented  success  in  the  spread 
of  the  gospel  message  to  the  natives. 

Here  in  America  we  are  winning  the  war  of  production, 
but  what  is  being  done  about  the  war  for  men’s  souls  ?  Are 
we,  too,  going  to  report  unprecedented  gains?  That  is  the 
war  I’m  preparing  to  fight!

KNIGHTS  DEFEAT 
WESTERN  UNION 
EAGLES  41  TO  33 

Coach  C.  C.  Van  Dyke  and  his 
Wartburg  Knight  cagers  returned 
home  Friday  afternoon  from  their 
western  road  trip  with  one  win 
and  one  loss  in  the  two  conference 
games  played. 

The  Wartburg  Knight  cagers 
stormed  past  the  Western  Union 
Eagles  Wednesday  night  to  post 
their  first  conference  victory  in 
four  years  .  „„ 

The  Eagles  were  nipped  32-29 
with  a  rejuvenated  Knight  cage 
team  dominating  the  play 
throughout  the  game. 

It  was  the  first  Wartburg 
conference  basketball  victory 
since  Feb.  22.  1939.  when  the 
Knights  nipped  Buena  Vista. 
The  Knights  held  a  half-time 
lead  of  18-9.  It  was  Paul  Koch 
again  providing  the  scoring  hm- 
ors  for  the  Knights,  ramming 
home  eight  points.  He  we 
lowed  closely  by  Goeken 
Anderson  who  got  six  each. 

Thursday  night  the  Buena  Vista 
Beavers  tripped  the  Knights  41- 
33.  after  Wartburg  had  registered 
a  win  over  the  favored  Western 
Union  five  the  night  before.  Bue¬ 
na  Vista  displayed  a  little  t  o  o 
much  power  for  the  Knight  cag¬ 
ers,  and  won  in  a  rough  game 
which  saw  39  fouls  called,  20  be¬ 
ing  committed  by  the  Knights. 

Bill  Burman,  freshman  forward 
flash,  lead  the  Knight  offensive, 
hitting  the  hoop  for  10  points. 
Walt  Goeken  was  right  behind 
him  with  seven.  For  Buena  Vis¬ 
ta,  Lashier  dropped  in  12  points 
to  take  individual  scoring  honors 
for  the  Beavers.  The  score  at  the 
half  found  Buena  Vista  out  in 
front  17-10,  and  they  kept  their 
lead  throughout  the  remainder  of 
the  contest. 

Wartburg  has  now  won  one 
game  while  losing  four  in  the 
Iowa  conference  campaign.

Bob 
was  unable  to  make  the  western 
trip  this  past  week,  but  will  be 
back  for  the  Monday  night  en¬ 
counter  with  the  Peacocks. 

The  game  is  scheduled  to  get 
under  way  at  eight  o'clock  Mon¬ 
day  night.
